THE STORM OF MONDAY. 


Effects and Results of it ia Ten- 
messee and Kentucky. 


From the Nashville Banner of Mon- 
day we learn that thestorm which swept 
over Memphis prevailed simultaneously 
throughout the State, and up as far as 
Bowling Green, in Keutucky. Ic was 
very destrociive in its effects around 
Nashville. It was, says the Banner, 
firat felt southeast of that city at Mrs. b. 
IK. asley’s place, where it blew down near- 
ly ali the fences. ‘hen gatherivg all its 
streogth it passed iv ull fury across the 
Nolensville P.ke ut the Tennessee Oi! 
Refinery, Where on the southwest hill it 
played the wild with trees and fences, 
and passing on it took in Chilton’s or- 
chard at (he toll-gate; also a gocd deal 
of the orchard at the Dr. Koscoe place, 
now owned by Moj. A. F. Goff. Thence 
to the homestead of F. R. Raine, Kaq., 
where it completely leveled a large barn 
by hurling « giauat tree through its cen- 
ter, beside blowing down nearly every 
fence On the place. Coming back again 
to the Oil Rificery it heisted bigh in the 
air the roofing of the office and dashed 
it in fragments to the ground. It did 
not forgetinits travels the fence of the 
tojl-gate keeper, bub carried it also by 
storm. ‘Tkenee it pessed to the Nashe- 
ville and Chattanooga Railroad at Rains’ 
Cut, acroes whose track @& buge tree was 
prostrated. Before day the regular train 
came dashing along breasting the storm, 
but the darkness of the night made the 
giaribg beadiights of the 1tocomotive in- 
effectual, and before the engineer was 
aware, be hadrun into the tree and a 
slight smissb-up ensued, but fortunately 
nothing more serious occurred than the 
tearing away of the smokestack ard 
other prej-cting pieces, 

Mauy otber places than those above 
mentioned were injured by the wind 
which prevailed in the neighborhood of 
Nasiviile with terrific force. Fences 
#nd houses were blown down and trees, 
in some cases whole orchards, Among 
the eutl-rers we fiad the names or Mr, 
Horton, Judge Humphreys, 
Geo.

THE CROP PROSPECTS. 

All accounts agrea that the South 
etaris this year with greater advantages 
than it has possessed since the days of 
1861, and that with snything like rea- 
eonable weather, crop returns may be 
looked for that will place cur section of 
the country upon a sound and enduring 
basis. And this, too, in face of the fact 
that, despite the argings of the press and 
the entreaties of experienced agricultu- 
rists to the contrary, a greater breadth of 


land will bs putin cotton than last year 


was the case. In ourown State, wheat 
and corn have been largely planted and 
are doing very well; the fruit, also, al- 
though injured a4 little by the frosts of a 


week ago. The heavy rains that have pre- | 


vailed have retarded cotton planting, but 
the determination of farmers, with their 
well-managed labor, will, we hope, over- 
come this uppropitious obstacle. Noth- 
irg but a continuance of the bad weather 
of the past four days can prevent an ur- 
exampled success in farming operations 
in Tennessee. In a few weeks we 6x- 
pect that heavy shipments of vegetables 
willbe made North, and a permanent 
start be given toatrado that is enrich- 


‘ing the ccuntry in the neighborhood of 


Charleston, 8. C., and Norfolk, Va. In 
Kentucky, the labor, we understand, ‘s 
somewhat disorganized, occasioning no 
little annoyance and trouble to the thrifiy 
farmers of that prosperous State. Yet, 
the wheat and corn proepect is good, and 
preparations for tobacco are qnite up 
to the yield of last yesr. In Louisiana 
cain planting has been completed, and 
planters anticipate a profitable yield. 
Corn is up considerably, and looks bettr 
than usual at this season. There is a 
larger quantity of ground devoted to corn 
this year than Jast, owing to its very 
general cultivation by the negroes, who, 
during tbe winter, almost suffered fcr 
the want of it. A consequence of this 
will be that Louisiana will not have to 
commit the foliy of selling her stapie 
productions for bread. Would that so 
sensible an example had been generaliy 
foliowed, notwithstanding the tempting 
price at which cotton is now, and has 
been seliing. The planters of Louisiana 
have not entirely ignored cotton. A fair 
proportion of good land has bsen 
planted, which, so far, has had no 
drawbacks to contend with. Tas only 
thing in the way of uousual success in 
that State, or the adjoining one of Mis- 
sissippi, is the probable want of labor to 
harvest all that has beeh put in the 
ground. Ia the latter the cotton yield 
will be cqual to that of last year, net- 
Witnstanding the backwardness of the 
reason. Liad that been as early as at one 
time it promised, it would have 
Deen fally one-fourth more. From 


Texas the account's are quite favorabie. 


The crop of cotton promises to be one- 
half more than last year. Piantiag is 
prosecuted with great energy, and farm- 
era are Very bopeful. S> far, the weather 
has been encouraging. In Georgia the 
bumber of acres plautel in cotton wili 
exceed that of last year by one half, and 
planters are cultivating closely with the 
aid of sab-soil plows and fertilizers. It 
isexpected that the yield will be large. 
Fruit is doing pretty well. The unusual 
cold weather in Fiorida has injured the 
fruit crop, but cotton, which bas been 
lergely-planted, is safe. In South and 
North Caroling, the planters were never 
before so active. In both these States 
there will be a large increases on the num- 
ber of acres planted last year. Accountea 
from them are very encouraging. ‘The 
small farm system is to be on trial with 
the Carolinians this year. Tie immi- 


grants who have ‘ettled in South Caro. | 


lina are specially to test their ability and 
prove the advantages to accrue to 
the peopls of the S'ate from it. Ia 
Virginia the progress of the farming 
population is among the hsalthful signs 


of the tities. The farmers are 
making extensive preparations, and 
will make the most of their op- 


portunities for large and profitable crops. 
From Alabama crop acc: unts are very 
encoureging, but we regret to say that 


planters are preparing for a larger cotton 


crop, especiaily in the Southern portion, 
than last year, and this, too, very much 
to the neglect of corn. Of Arkansas, the 
eame may be said. Piantersa are very 
auxicus for cotton, and the yieid of the 
slapie in that State, weather and weave! 
permitting, will be fully one-fourth larger 
than last year. Io some portions of the 
Btate, we hear of heavy corn crops as 
doing well. Taken altogether, we think 
the crop prospect, so far, very encour- 


aging.

The right use of money and en- 
ergy will psy anywhere. $50,000 judi- 
elously expended in the purchase of & 
good race track inthis vicinity, and the 
eonetruction of proper buildings, wou!d, 
by good management, yield as eure and 
as ample profite 28 any undertaking that 
we know of. The Agricultural Society 
would fiod use for it during one or two 
weeks in the year; and, as that of St. 
Louis bas for yearr, it could otherwise be 
made a source oflargerevenue. If months 
ago we had expended a little of the pub- 
lic spirit that has manifested itself in this 
instance in Baltimere, the profits of this 
we2k’s races would have been ten times 
what they are, and the resuit been 
equally creditabic to the city. We will, 
perhaps, learn after awhile that Mem- 
phis must be made attractive as a resort 
for those who have money to spend, and 


| that to make it so, theaters, race-tracks 


and such places are essentials.

His deatn at the 
lands of the psgans instantly made him 
& Martyr, and he was canonizad, 

Such is a brief outlive of St. George’s 
history, as told by Gibbon, but Builer, 
who is much better suthority on chureh 
coatters, says, in his Lives of the Saints, 
that our St, George was not this vile 
reprobate, bui & native of Cappadocia, 
where he was born about the middle of 
the third aentury, ond where he suffered 
martyrdom Diccictian on the 231 
of April, A.D 29). Hs wasasoldier,aad 
by his intrepid bravery rapidly rose to 
the very Lighest rank. Being ordered by 
Diocietiav, in whose service he was, to 
perform sos cruel end bloody act, he 
refused, and upbraided the tyrant—for 
which act. he was ¢Cazhiered and after- 
ward execyted. 

Whatever may be his true history, he 
has been, froma the very earliest days, 
held in the most ¢xalted honor by Eag- 
lishmen., While io the calendars of the 
Greck and Latin churches, se shared the 
23d of April, wil other saints, in the 
SeXon csloudar that day is aedicated 
to bie alone, and after the conquest that 
day was celebrated with the greatest 
pomp. In 1314, this feast was made more 
hotable by the graud touraey which re- 
suitedin the foundation ef the order cof 
St. George. Henry V. decreed that tne 
iayechontd be celebrated by a doubie 
service, and for many yeara it was ob 
served with great splendor, 

In old the stasdard of St. Geerge 
was boras before the Kings of Englaud 
in battle, and bis Dame the raliying ery 
of Kaglish warriore. According to Shsk- 
epe-re, Henry V. led the atiack 
on Haifl-ur to the battle ory of ‘‘ Gud fo 
Harry England and St. Gaorge!”’ God 
aud St. George!’ was Telhot’s slogan ca 
the fatai ticid of Patay. Ej.giand, how- 
ever, is not the cnly country that tought 
under tbe banner of St. Gaorge. Arra-: 


gon, Valencia, Barcelong, Sicily, Genoa 


and Malta, all looked to him as their 
patron saint, 

The story of his fight with the dragon 
was al first told symbolieslly, to typify 
his strength in behalf of curistianity, 
the dragon being Diccletiag the tyrant, 
cr the beast ia tie Apocalypse, and the 
fair maiden whom he was about to de- 
vour, the Christian Fuith anand Cbareb. 
Like aii sach stories, however, our fore- 
farthers in the middie ages, with their 
fondness for the marvelous, and especial- 
iy dragon etvories, realized it, and St. 
George is ever represented as armed cap 
pie, on horseback, trancfixing adragon 
which he ia trampling under foot, with 
his epear. 

George’s dav ia made the occasion, 
now-a days, by Englishnren abroad, of 
pleasant reunions, in memory of their 
homes aod kiadred in Merris England; 
and wherever thers is community or a 
colony of E.gi'shmen in a foreign coun-

WEATHER AND BIVERS 
GAS WorRKS, April 22, 1869. 
River fell in last 24 hours 24 inches, 
Below high-water mark 3 feet 4}

Our readers bave no doubt noticed the 
daily discrepancy belween our two dis- 
patches from Cairo, the one from our 
special correspondent and the other from 
tne sgent of the Associated Press. On 
Sunday last, the former reported a fail 
of 20 iaghes, while the latter reported a 
rise of six inches. ‘Tae next day the lat- 
ter reported a dec!ine of 12inches. Yes 
terday our special noted a swell of 20 
inches, while the press dispatch eaid it 
rose but 15 inches. At this season of the 
year, wim@@u our planters have reason to 
apprebend an overflow, acd when 
they have in the world may be caid to 
depend upon the height of che water, 
itis a matter of the utmost importance 
that reliable information should be given, 
and we hope that our correspondents at 
Cairo, as well as elsewhere, will see to 
fae matter, and give accurate informa- 
tion. 

We wou!d recommend our special dis- 
patch to our readers as more reliable 
than the other, and if our correspondent 
will occasionally, say twice a week, tay 
how much it lacks of high water mark, 
it would be of interest to hundreds alovg 
the river below. The Obio ie rising from 
Pittsburg to the mouth. The Mresouri 
upper Mississippi are rising. ‘The 
Arkausas is swellicg with six feet from 
Little Rock tothe mouth. White river 
is aleo swelling. 

The St. Louis Democrat of the 2lst 
says: The river was upward bound, and 
swelled about a foot. The tendeucy of 
the rivers is to sweil again. 

The Missouri at Omaha on the 20‘h 
was falling slowly and on the same date 
at Kansas City it was stationary. At 
Dubuque, on the upper Mississippi, on 
the 20th it rose six inches. The Cumber- 
land is rising with sixteen feet on the 
shoals. 

The Cincinnati Commercial of the 21st 
says: Here the river has risen eighteen 
juches during the twenty-four hours 
ending lust bight, with twenty-four teet 
inthe channeliat 6pm.
